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Propose Deputies 
Convene March 5 In 
Notes To Kremlin 


LONDON, Feb. 19 (AP)—Great 


Britain, the United States and 
France proposed to Russia to- 
day a meeting of deputy for- 
eign ministers in Paris, March 5 
as a first step toward four-power 
talks on disputes between the 
East and West. 


The 
western "Big Three's" 


proposal was made in almost 
identical notes to the Kremlin. 


A Foreign Office spokesman 


said the British ambassador to 
Moscow, Sir David Kelly, was 
scheduled to give the British 
note to Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Vishinsky this afternoon. 


The texts of the three western 


notes are expected to be released 
for publication tomorrow. 


At the Paris 
meeting, the 


deputies would attempt to agree 
on an agenda—a list of subjects 
for the American, British, French 
and Soviet foreign ministers to 
discuss. 


Informed sources said the new 


note would require only a simple 
"Yes" from Russia to start the 
ball rolling for the Paris session. 


The whole idea for a new "Big 


Four" meeting — the last one 
was at Paris in May, 1949, on 
German questions, after the Ber- 
lin blockade—was suggested by 
Kussia in a note Nov. 3, 1950. The 
Soviet Union wanted it to toe held 
on German questions alone, but 
the western powers rejected this 
idea and proposed that other ma- 
jor world problems be discussed. 


Among the ideas suggested for 


discussion in addition to Ger- 
many were Austria, for which 
the victors in World War II have 
been unable to write a treaty of 
independence, and the buildup 
of Soviet satellite power around 
Yugoslavia. 


There has been unofficial talk 


about putting Korea and other 
Far Eastern questions on the 
agenda, but Russia undoubtedly 
would 
insist 
that Communist 


China sit in on such discussions. 
That would be hard for the 
United States to stomach.

—Diplomatic officials predicted 
today that Premier Stalin's blast 
at the United Nations and the 
free world generally will backfire 
in three ways.

>To tighten, rather than divide, 


the West in its determination to 
build military strength against 
Soviet expansion because, despite 
his avowals of seeking peace, 
the ov=r-all tone of what Stalin 
said was tough and uncompromis- 
ing. 


>Inside Russia where Stalin's 


words are universally read, re- 
read and debated for months or 
years, his descriptions of the 
array of nations against the Com- 
munist bloc—though not so in- 
tended—may give the Russian 
people a new idea of what they 
are up against. 


>-Stalm's personal prestige has 


now become involved in Russia's 
diplomatic and propaganda battle 
more directly than ever before. 
Previously he had held aloof from 
the East-West conflict in most of 
his public pronouncements. 


The State Department opened 


an attack on this point last night. 
Its "Voice of America" began 
telling the world Stalin has taken

Death Comes At 104 
To Daniel Clingaman

Daniel Clingaman, 104, Ohio's last 
surviving Union veteran of the 
War Between The States, died 
here yesterday.

ago. 


Thus ended an era in Ohio his-

Born Sept. 25, 1846, near Mel- 


more in Seneca county, he and 
his parents moved six years later 
in a covered wagon to a home- 
stead in Fulton county. In 1865, 
when he was 18, he enlisted in 
the last call for volunteers in the 
Union Army. 


Mr. Clingaman and a brother 


served as buck privates in Com- 
pany D, 105th Volunteer Infantry.

army through

Shenandoah Valley to Richmond, 
Va., when the war ended. 


After he was mustered out, Mr. 


Clingaman opened a blacksmith 
shop at Tedrow, near Wauseon.

Long Tunnel 


Baltimore Warden 
Thinks 70-Foot Hole 
Took 2 Years' Work 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 19 (AP)— 


A 39-year-old convict wormed 
his way to freedom early yester- 
day through a twisting 70-foot 
tunnel from his cell to the un- 
restricted side of the massive 
state penitentiary wall. 


He's still at large today. 
Joseph Holmes, "The dinner- 


time burglar" of the '30's, was 
credited by Warden Edwin T. 
Swenson with "the most fantastic 
escape I've ever heard of". He 
was serving the 10th year of a 
20-year sentence. 


The warden said it must have 


taken Holmes two years to dig his 
way out. 


A slender, rather light figure, 


Holmes started his tunnel under 
his bunk. He carefully lifted a 
piece of slate about two feet 
square from the floor. Then he 
hit cement. 


Piece by piece, he chipped 


away 
the 
cement, apparently 


working only between 5 p. m. 
and 10 p. m. when the loud speak- 
er system blared out radio pro- 
grams. This covered up the sound 
of his scraping and probing. 


After 10 inches of this, he 


struck dirt. Then the real exca- 
vating began. 


The dirt was scooped up with 


scrap iron Holmes had smuggled 
in and was flushed down his 
toilet With no apparent imple 
ments, this meant he had to car- 
ry the dirt—trip by trip—in his 
clothing. 


He angled down almost verti- 


cally about 10 feet, then angled 
toward the wall.

Explode Rumor That 
Authority Fades

—President Truman and General 
Omar N. Bradley have exploded 
whispered rumors that General 
Douglas MacArthur's authority in 
Korea has been scaled down. 


The chairman of the 
joint 


chiefs of staff 
said yesterday: 


General MacArthur is In full 
command in Korea. He has abso- 
lute control over the Korean war 
operations and Washington has 
taken over none of the direc- 
tion.'' 


General Bradley made this 


statement after Mr. Truman in- 
dicated at his news conference 
Thursday that the entire strategy 
in the Korean war is in General 
MacArthur's hands. The Presi- 
dent said any Allied crossing of 
the 38th Parallel by United Na- 
tions troops is a strategic matter 
—and a decision to be made by 
General MacArthur. 


Reports that General MacAr- 


thur's authority had been trim- 
med began circulating after U.N. 
troops back-peddaled from North 
Korea under p r e s s u r e from 
hordes of Red Chinese. 


At that time the general was 


being criticized, by the British 
particularly, for sending troops 
across the 38th Parallel. They 
viewed the crossing as a political 
matter. 


Rumors that Washington was 


moving in on his command au- 
thority cropped up again after 
Lieutenant G e n e r a l Ridgway 
was named to succeed the late 
Lieutenant General Walton H. 
Walker as commander of the 
Eighth Army in Korea.

could carry them to the moon, 
land there and return. He said his 
design, while not in production, 
s practical with "the application 
of techniques already at our dis- 
posal".

tion yet to be made," he said. 


St. Germain is an authority on 


rockets, missilees and jet engines. 
Point Mugu is the site from which 
;he Navy launches 
top-secret 


weapons which travel hundreds 
of miles out to sea. Mr. St. Ger- 
main's space ship is one of the 
atest concepts for travel to the 
moon and back. But the fact that 
he could talk about it for publi- 
cation indicates the craft is not an 
mmediate project, 


The space ship would tower 


325 feet into the air above the 
aunching site, weigh 
360,000 


I 


pounds and attain a speed of 25,- 
000 miles an hour. Power would 
be provided by four rockets, one 
telescoped inside the other, which 
would drop off one by one as 
the ship roared upward through 
the earth's gravitational sphere. 


The fifth rocket, carrying the 


crew, would coast to the moon 
once it reached outer space. Its 
fuel would be conserved for the 
trip home. The return journey 
would require far less fuel be- 
cause the moon, being smaller 
than the earth, has little gravi- 
tational pull. 


Mr. St. Germain said liquid 


hydrogen and oxygen would be 
the best fuels, pending develop- 
ment of an atomic engine.

'pHE walkout of union labor's three members 


J- of the W,age Stabilization Board when they 
were outvoted on a policy decision is in famil- 
iar pattern. 


The three members had been instructed by 


their backers—the A.F.L., C.I.O. and the rail 
unions—to stand for nothing less than a policy 
of 12 per cent wage increases. The other six 
members of the board settled on a 10 per cent 
increase, whereupon the three union spokes- 
men took their walk, hoping1 to scuttle the 
whole stabilization set-up if they cannot get 
what they want. 


No one ever expected it would be easy to lay 


a restraining hand on wages. No one would 
think of trying to do it if some kind of wage 
stabilization were not imperative before there 
can be any kind of price stabilization. Chief 
among those demanding price stabilization, of 
course, are the same labor unions whose 
spokesmen now take the position of saying they 
will walk out on wage stabilization unless they 
get everything they want. 


It can only be asked, with all sincerity and 


in all humility, whether everybody else is go- 
ing to get everything he wants out of the na- 
tional emergency, and what it would be like if 
those who didn't were to walk out on the gov- 
ernment's fumbling efforts to keep a semblance 
of control over inflation. 


Brotherhood Is Personal 
\jOTHING is taken away from the purpose of 
" 
Brotherhood Week, which lasts until next 


Sunday, by pointing out that brotherhood can- 
not be achieved by collective action. This is 
one of many wrong approaches to the problem 
of intolerance. 


Progress toward tolerance is made possible 


only by increasing respect for, and diminishing 
fear of, the people who were penalized by tol- 
erance. It is a highly personal transformation. 
The irony of the Collective approach to toler- 
ance is that it frequently does more harm than 
good. No one can be expected to be tolerant 
of all the members of a minority which has 
been handicapped by its inability to command 
respect and overcome fear. It is too big an or- 
der. Trying to fill it as futile. 


The good purpose.of Brotherhood Week is 


to remind individuals that a. discriminating and 
intelligent tolerance for others is a mark of 
civilized behavior. Especially in the United 
States, no one should be handicapped solely 
because of race, creed, or color. This republic 
will be kept strong by maintaining an aristo- 
cracy of ability to do things, without regard to 
birth or belief. 


Any Further Discussion? 


\ 
FOREIGN-BORN citizen of this country 


" 
was talking about its habit of holding ham- 


mer-and-tongs debates on public issues. He 
was hoping Americans appreciate this privilege. 


"Some of my adopted countrymen are show- 


ing signs of forgetting the value of debate," 
he observed. "Instead of participating in it 
with a sense of privilege, they act as if they 
thought there was something un-American 
about a red-hot argument. They get sore. They 
even make the mistake of acting as if they 
thought it would be better if there were no 
more public controversies in the United States. 
That is a dangerous attitude. It is only one step 
from that to acceptance of thought-control, 
with penalties for being on the wrong side ol 
an argument. That is the way it's done in Rus- 
sia and all the countries it controls. It was 
done that way in Germany and Italy before and 
during World War II." 


This citizen's observation is sound. It may be 


doubted that thought-controllers 
are either 


more numerous or more porwerful now than 
they ever have been in the past, but it is worth 
remembering they are always on hand, and 
they never have relished the hurly-burly of 
free-for-all discussion in the United States. It 
strikes them as not only a waste of time, but 
undignified to boot. 


They never have understood how it is pos- 


sible for citizens of a free country to swing 
from the floor in matters of opinion, then join- 
hands in matters of action. It fools them every 
time. They get so intent on proving themselves 
right and everybody else wrong they overlook 
the effect of free discussion on the mass mind. 
It is the way Americans keep themselves in- 
formed. It is the way they make up their 
minds—taking a little of everything that is 
offered, and ultimately arriving at a composite 
conclusion. No other nation ever did it just 
this way before; no other nation ever gave the 
ordinary run of people that much responsibil- 
ity. 


It is, indeed, one of the things about the 


United States to be appreciated, and most of 
oil when those who would like to dispense with 
discussion show symptoms of acute impatience.

Sickness Of The Soul Needs Speedy Diagnosis 


QENATOR Homer Ferguson of 
^ Michigan correctly makes the 
point that the Remington case 
"established as a legal principle 
that to be a member of the Com- 
munist party in the United States, 
and a part of its apparatus, one 
does not have to be a card-carry- 
ing member of the party , . .". 


No important Communist, par- 


ticularly those who are in the 
"underground", ever carries a 
card. I do not know who invent- 
ed the "card-carrying" business. 
It is a smelly Red herring, be- 
cause it can rarely be estab- 
lished. In fact, at this moment the 
cards have been abolished alto- 
gether. The very nature of Mr. 
Remington's work made it clear 
that he was in« the underground 
and, therefore, did not carry a 
card. 


It would be wise if our courts 


were made aware of the nature 
of this conspiracy, its organiza- 
tion and its methods of work. 
Thus far, in the Alger Hiss, the 
Marzani and the Remington cases, 
the charge has not been con- 
spiracy but perjury. One might 
say that the perjury was concern- 
ing a conspiracy, but it is not the 
same. 


IN SOME of the Institute Of 


P a c i f i c Relations documents, 
which are now circulating among 
senators, evidence of conspiracy 
against the United States may be 
found, but these will be protect- 
ed by the statute of limitations. 


Furthermore, the question will 


arise whether one can conspire 
with an ally against his own 
country. And also, 'whether the 
expression of an opinion, no mat- 
ter how outrageous, can be called 
entering into conspiracy. 


Mr. Ferguson asks: 
"The fact that these cases have 


been successfully prosecuted as 
perjury cases leads one to ask 
why the job cannot be done as 
well behind the cloak of secrecy 
—and I am talking about the gov- 
ernment's loyalty program—with 
which the Executive Department 
surrounds itself in such matters. 
Why cannot the same job be done 
by the government within its own 
household as can be done out in 
the open, in a trial before tlie 
Federal Court?" 


The answer, of course, is that 


he and others continue to deal 
with loyalty, which is normal, 
when what needs to be defined is 
disloyalty, which is the disease. 


Most Americans take it for 


granted that most Americans are 


loyal. They recognize that some 
Americans have emotional af- 
filiations with other 
countries. 


Some are pro-Russian, pro-Brit- 
ish, pro-French, etcs This is hot 
a conspiratorial activity, but 
merely an unbalanced approach 
to their own affiliations, 


It is exceedingly difficult for 


any American to believe that an 
American would be disloyal to 
this country, even if he appears 
to be so. It is so unbelievable 
that even proved cases seem be- 
yond comprehension. Why should 
men like Mr. Hiss or Mr. Rem- 
ington or others like them turn 
on their country? 


TO ANSWER that question re- 


quires not merely an investiga- 
tion of the disloyalty of indi- 
viduals, but a survey of the forces 
that have been perverting our 
youth. These forces include pro- 
fessors, writers, lecturers, clergy- 
men, who truly believe that they 
are as loyal as anyone. 


We face, for 
instance, 
the 


amazing situation of a publishing 
house that has sought to suppress 
an entire chapter in Hede Mas- 
sing's forthcoming book because 
it deals with Laurence Duggan. 


That chapter is admittedly not 


libelous and the book is about to 
be published by Duell, Sloan and 
Pearce, Inc., a firm that is just as 
careful as Farrar, Straus-& Com- 
pany, Inc., which gave up the 
contract in preference to publish- 
ing the chapter. 


The appeal was made to Mrs. 


Massing to suppress her chapter 
in the interest of the Duggan 
family. Certainly, no one can 
question the sentiment of this re- 
quest, but a publishing house 
which has a book ready for the 
public has no right to act as a 
censoring agency in a matter that 
involves historic truth. 


Either the chapter is false, and 


therefore the book should not be 
trusted, or it is true and needs to 
be made public.| There was never 
a question as to its truthfulness.

of the weather enemy. 


In towns and cities, a willing 


boy with a shovel and a pile of 
grit could take care of three or 
four street intersections in his 
neighborhood. In the country, a 
farmer with a tractor and a sup- 
ply of abrasive material could be 
made responsible for "safety-fy- 
ing" all steep slopes and curves 
and intersections within a mile 
of his house.

Now Assam is one of the prized 


provinces of Republican India. In- 
dustrious Chinese individuals long 
have been settled in Assam, run- 
ning restaurants and whatever 
other businesses they could, with- 
out an apparent care for who 
ruled the country so long as they 
could prosper personally.

It involves sovereign ter- 
ritory of the Burma republic. 


The reported Red China view 


is that Peiping can administer the 
territory and Burma can't. This 
may be so since Burma is en- 
tangled in a many-sided civil war 
and the central government has 
an acknowledged lack of control 
over some of the fiercely inde- 
pendent hill tribes.

in Korea today rates man for 


man as the equal of any this 
country ever sent over seas. 


It is" fast, powerful and well- 


disciplined. 
Under 
Lieutenant 


General Matthew B. Ridgway, it 
is showing a fine ability to fight 
two kinds of war—breaking up 
North Korean guerrilla bands in 
its rear at the same time it is 
smashing back head-on drives by 
massed Chinese troops. 


The Eighth Army is a mature 


army now. But those who served 
under it from the start will al- 
ways remember it best for the 
days of its youth. It was known 
then as "the shoestring army" and 
its performance in the first dead- 
ly dangerous weeks stands as an 
enduring m o n u m e n t to the 
chunky little tank expert who led 
it into Korea—the late Lieuten- 
ant General Walton H. Walker. 


In Japaun, the army had de- 


teriorated sadly .from the dry rot 
that has afflicted all occupation 
armies in history. G e n e r a l 
Walker had been given the task 
of cleaning it out and putting it 
back into shape. That job was 
under way, but still incomplete, 
when 
the 
Korean emergency 


forced him to take it into combat 
last summer. 


The army was short of every- 


thing — from canteens to tanks 
and new-type bazookas. It had 
too few field trained officers, too 
many over-age, overweight ser- 
geants. It had too many young 
privates psychologically unpre- 
pared for warfare. They had 
joined up for security — not to 
fight. 


THAT ARMY had to be fed in- 


to action piecemeal—as fast as it 
could be ferried across the Sea of 
Japan—against a rough, seasoned 
foe that in some battles outnum- 
bered it five to one. The enemy 
held a big edge in tanks as well 
as manpower. 
They knew the 


hilly terrain. And they could 
take the terrible heat better than 
the Americans. 


For mora than 10 weeks the 


Eighth Army had to meet a fresh 
crisis every day. No wonder

they nicknamed it "the shoestring 
army". It fought battle after bat- 
tle without having a single pla- 
toon in reserve to call up. 


Its stubborn holding of the 


Naktong line was one of the most 
brilliant defensive stands in the 
annals of America. The penta- 
gon expressed confidence there 
w o u l d be no Dunkerque in 
Korea, but many a commanding 
officer on the scena felt there 
would have to be. 


"The holding of that line was 


a rare combination of good luck 
and damn fine skill on the part 
of General Walker," recalled one 
staff officer. 


"Militarily, we had no right to 


expect to hold it with the force 
we had. It was 120 miles long 
and we didn't have the men to 
set up R continuous line. Some 
divisions were holding on a 25-to- 
30-mile front—which is thearet- 
ically impossible." 


How was it dor?e? By setting 


up a series of strongpoints. When- 
ever enemy pressure became too 
strong at one point, General 
Walker would thin out his troops 
from another sectior and shuttle 
them over to the danger zone. 
That meant taking terrible gam- 
bles. 


"To do it, Walker had to fig- 


ure out in advance where the en- 
emy would hit next and iri what 
strength so we could know what 
sector of our own line we could 
risk weakening," the staff officer 
said. 


THE SITUATION became so 


bad that at one time it was esti- 


mated a force of 1,000 guerrillas 
could have filtered down from 
the hills and wiped out the" Eighth 
Army's own headquarters. 


The army was slowly growing 


in power. But so was the enemy. 
And in early September, at the 
peak of the Red drive to slash 
through to Pusan, G e n e r a l 
Walker had to make his boldest 
gamble. 
He had to pull 23,000 


Marines out of the line so they 
could load ship for the Inchon 
landing. 


"It •was an unbelievable situa- 


tion," said the staff officer. "We 
were planning to go on the of- 
fensive at the same time it looked 
like we were going to be forced 
off the peninsula altogether." 


The meager line held off the 


Reds in a miracle of fighting. As 
one officer 
commented: "Just 


how they did it, we don't know 
yet." 
Then the Marines and the 


Seventh Division landed behind 
the North Koreans and drove on 
Seoul. That changed the picture. 


Although he still had as many 


troops against him as before, Gen- 
eral Walker immediately attack- 
ed. There were only 850 feet of 
bridging equipment in the entire 
area. The general used 625 feet 
to cross the Naktong. His engin- 
eers improvised bridges across 
the other streams. 


In less than two weeks the 


Eighth Army shattered the sur- 
prised Red forces and linked up 
With the American landing force 
at Inchon. The desperate shoe- 
string days of the army were 
over — but those were the days 
that forged it into a great army.

The accident death rate in- 


creased slightly over that for 
1949, with fatal motor vehicle 
accidents 13 per cent higher, fatal 
occupational injuries nearly 3 per 
cent higher, while home accidents 
decreased 14 per cent. The homi- 
cide and suicide rates were lower, 
with the former recording a new 
minimal rate.

\-E7HEN a sash cord breaks and 


you are faced with the task 


of removing the sash weights from 
a window frame, you can under- 
stand why these heavy bludgeons 
have figured in celebrated crimes 
as instruments of murder. The job 
is enough to put any man in a 
murderous mood. So take it easy. 


The double hung •window is a 


wondrous contrivance. When in 
proper order, it should work 
smoothly and easily, yet should 
be snug enough to minimize heat 
loss and infiltration. 


But problems of windows that 


bind or rattle, sash cords that 
break or become squeezed in their 
pulleys, and other temper-trying 
annoyances turn up in the best 
regulated households. 


Hardened 
accumulations 
of 


paint are one of the most com- 
mon cauuses of sticking windows. 
Dampness, swelling the sash or 
frame and sometimes making the 
paint sticky, is a runner-up. Both 
of these troubles can be rectified 
rather simply. Settlement of a 
house, throwing a window frame 
out of square, is more serious. 


SOMETIMES you can loosen a 


stuck window by taking hold of 
both sash cords, pulling them to- 
ward each other to raise the 
weights, and then letting them 
snap back. 


Rapping the cross rail at the 


top of the lower sash, or bottom 
of the upper sash, with a hammer, 
also may loosen the window. 


But do this carefully. Pound 


only the ends of the rail, where 
it is joined to the side members 
of the sash. Never pound the cen- 
ter. This would loosen the putty 
and panes, crack the glass, or 
spring the rail loose at its joints. 


A few drops of linseed oil in 


the crevice between sash and 
frame often help. Once the win- 
dow is movable, rub the sliding 
grooves of the frame thoroughly 
with paraffin or beeswax. 


If none of these expedients is 


successful and hardened paint ap- 
pears to be the obstacle, it is 
necessary to remove the sash. This 
is easy if the interior molding 


and the cuts probably will be 
deepened this summer. 


So far this year, output of most 


consumer durable goods—refrig- 
erators, stoves and washing ma- 


on the frame is screwed in place. 
But usually it is nailed. 


In that event, take a putty knife 


or other thin instrument and pry 
the molding loose gently to avoid 
marring the wood. When the nails 
are out far enough to afford a 
grip, remove them with a claw 
tack hammer, placing a block un- 
der the hammer to protect the 
wood. 


for weather-tightness. This tight- 
ness is not needed above when 
the window is open. The same ap- 
plies in reverse for the upper 
sash. 


REMOVAL of the sash offers 


access to the weight box, the bot- 
tom of which is covered with a 
panel screwed into place. This is

broken sash cords. If you use 
chains for replacing cords your 
troubles on that score should be 
ended forever. 


Adjust the length of sash cords 


carefully so the weight does not 
touch the bottom of the box when 
the window is raised and does 
not touch the pulley when the 
window is closed. 


In replacing moldings and beads 


it is wise to use brass or other 
rustproof screws instead of nails, 
countersinking their flat heads. 
This will facilitate removal for 
any future adjustments.

WITH the molding removed, 


the sash will lift away from the 
frame and the offending paint can 
be scraped or sanded away. Thor- 
ough coating of the pulley stile, 
or runway for the sash, -with lin- 
seed oil or paraffin will insure 
smooth operation. 


If the sash or frame is swollen 


from dampness, it may be neces- 
sary to sand or lightly plane for 
refitting. Care should be taken 
to avoid a loose fit and rattling 
window. The new surface should 
be generously oiled or waxed to 
keep out further moisture. 


To remove the upper sash, it 


is necessary to remove the parting 
bead or stop molding between the 
two sashes after the lower sash 
is removed. 


A parting bead can be sanded or 


planned in such a way as to al- 


chines^-has been'running at the low more play for the lower sash

CLEVELAND, Feb. 19 (UP)— 


The "squeeze" is tightening on 
civilian steel supplies, the maga-i 
zlna Steel reported today, "hast- 
ening the 
day of widespread^ 


metalworking plant curtailments". 


"Meanwhile," the i n d u s t r y 


journal said, "cutbacks up to 40 
per cent in the use of steel in 
civilian items, including automo- 
biles, are under serious considera- 
tion for the second quarter. This 
spells serious economic disloca- 
tion and unemployment unless, 
by some magic, defense work 
spreads out quickly through in- 
dustry to take up the threatened 
slack." 


In its weekly report, Steel said 


more steel poured from the na- 
tion's furnaces in January than 
in any other month in history. 
The output was 8,830,000 net tons, 
equal to an annual rate of 104,- 
000,000 tons. 


"Ingot operations recovered 


speedily from the slump occa- 
sioned by the railroad switch- 
men's strike," Steel said. The na- 
tional rate rose two points, to 99 
per cent of capacity, approxi- 
mately 1,970,000 tons.

At Lisbon Wait Word 


LISBON, Feb. 19 (Special) — 


County heads of federal offices 
relating to soil and water conser- 
vation 
were 
awaiting 
official 


word today on a consolidation 
order 
issued by Secretary of 


Agriculture Brannan at Washing- 
ton. 


The 
secretary directed 
con- 


solidation of local offices of such 
department agencies as the Soil 
Conservation Service, the 
Pro- 


duction and Marketing Adminis- 
tration and the Forest Service. 


All three carry on conservation 


programs, which, in some cases 
have been conflicting. Many have 
offices in different buildings and 
some in different towns. 


At Lisbon, the Columbiana Soil 


Conservation District Office is in 
the basement of the courthouse. 
The PMA office in across the 
sqxiare above the Farmers Na- 
tional Bank. 


The county extension forester's 


desk is in the Office of the Soil 
Conservation District because of 
lack of room, in the county ex- 
tension office. 


However, Herbert F., Maturen, 


forester, 
said he believes the 


order applies only to federal 
foresters and that his job will 
not be affected. 


So that the farmer might get 


the full benefit of conservation 
programs offered by the depart- 
ment, Mr. Brannan directed that 
the local offices be opened on 
Saturdays, the farmer's tradition- 
al day for going to town. 


Lisbon offices of the Soil Con- 


servation District and the PMA 
now are closed Saturday. 


Mr. Brannan said this effort 


at consolidation was designed to 
save money and to work more 
effective conservation programs. 
All three of the agencies will op- 
erate under the direction of an 
assistant secretary of agriculture 
at Washington, yet to be named. 


Separation of the department's 


conservation activities had drawn 
sharp criticism from some con- 
gressmen, farm leaders and the 
Hoover Commission for reorgan- 
ization of the government. 


The PMA will continue its 285 


million-dollar-a-year 
conserva- 


tion program under which pay- 
ments will be made to farmers 
for carrying out approved conser- 
vation practices. However, the 
SCS—both in Washington and at 
the state and county levels—will 
have a hand in drafting these 
programs. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
state and 


county PMA committees — com- 
posed of farmers—will continue 
to administer the payment pro- 
gram. 
,, 


Mr. Brannan directed, in effect, 


that the state and County PMA 
committees and the technicians 
of the SCS sit down together and 
work out programs for their re- 
spective areas, instead of going 
their individual ways. Responsi- 
bility for calling joint meetings 
\vas placed on the PMA chairman. 
Clifford is county PMA chair- 
man. 


Mr. Brannan said that neither 


the PMA nor the SCS would be 
"top dog" on conservation mat- 
ters. They would be urged, he 
said, to agree on programs. Any 
local disputes would be referred 
to joint state PMA-SCS setups 
to settle, or, if necessary, to the 
assistant secretary of agriculture 
at Washington. 


Mr. Brannan also announced 


creation of national, state and 
county agricultural mobilization 
committees to advise with him 
in farm problems growing out of 
the defense effort. These commit- 
tees will be made up of depart- 
ment officials and PMA commit- 
teemen.
